If we re- 
collect aright, it was not Mr. H. Phillips who played Ro/fo last season, 
but Mr. Phiilips, formerly of Covent Garden, and who has been in 
America. ‘The acting of the part of Caspar was very bad. Mr. H. 
Phillips has a good bass voice, but we do not think he gives that exe- 
cution to the Bacchanalian songwhich Mr. Horie does. Miss Paton’s 
scena was as charming as ever. The new Operetta followed, and was 
heard throughout with the utmost good lumor.—‘The house was well

devil. We would particularly recommend Mr. Liston to mind his P’s 
and Q's, for a powerful rival last night steited up, to dispnte his 
claims to popularity, in the person of a gentleman who occupied a 
place in the third tier of boxes on the left hand side. This facetious 
youth was determined they should not bave all the fun to themselves 
upon the stage, accordingly he made some of the most extraordinary 
contortions of his visage, and acted in such a manner to the ladies 
aud gentlemen of the two shilling gallery, that some of them did not 
appear to relish the spontaacous display of Lis mimic powers ; for our 
own part, we were infinitely amused, as “‘ it is meat and drink for us to 
see a clown.”
